Board Quits For 
Lack of Credit 


There will be no hail insurance in 
Alberta this year because the pro- 
vincial government has been unsuc- 
cessful in trying to induce the banks 
to continue lending money for this 
purpose. 

A letter from A. H. Tovell, mana- 
ger of the Hail Insurance Board at 
Calgary, says: “We have reluctantly 
to advise you that we have been un- 
able to obtain a line of credit for 
the current year. Thig will mean, of 
course,, that ineurance cannot: be 
written; and we would ask you to 
kindly make this as generally xucwn 
as possible in your municipal dis- 
trict at once. 

‘Tt is altogether likely that the 
Board will be kept in existence.

ate than the judgment “of . all but dren is one of much interest. It. has 


become the entire interest of, socie- 
ties of men and women the partial 
interest of others such as services 
and other men’s clubs and, altogelth- 
er. considerable money and much in- 
dividual and collective effort is 
being spent in order to make ‘the life 
of the crippled child more happy and 
comfortable, This is all to. the good, 
but one thinks that there is a much 
ywider fieli of accomplishment in 
this arena, It is vital, in. addition,: 
that we Jessenthe crop of cripples. 
What are thé causes of ‘crippling. in 
chkiren? ; 

The chief causes are: tuberculosis, 
infantile paralysis and rickets. These 
affections contribute most of the 
cripples seen here and elsewnere. A 
minimum amounit of crippling comes 
from accidenta of one kind and an- 
other, . ; 

Tulberculosis, the greatest of all 
causes of crippling, through — the 
medium of hip and other joint dis 
ease, might be prevented if the pub- 
lic would utilize the preventive mea- 
sures available. The bovine type of 
the affection, that which comes to 
little children through the avenue of 
raw milk, would be immediatery 
throttled by universal pasteurization, 
or boiling of all milk fed to children. 
The human form of tuberculosis, by 
far the more frequent type, is a 
greater problem. Its eradication in- 
volves firstly, the finding of the 
children already thfected and their 
suitable care, a care no. greater than 
any child requires; secondly, the 
tracing of the sources ‘of infection. 
usually a member of the family from 
which the infected child comes; and 
thirdly, elimination of the source. 


Probably the best plan wherewith 
to discover the children infected with 
tuberculosis, is to follow. that pur- 
sued in the state of Massachusetts 
where more 
children have already been checked 
|by means of the simple tests known 
to every doctor. The results showed 
the proportion of tuberculosis in- 
fected children to be what is found 
in most countries, namely, about 22 
per cent. This does not mean that 22 
per cent of the children are. doomed 
to have tuberculosis. Indeed, the 
vast majority of the infected will 
completely recover if placed) under 
proper conditions of living, the sourc- 
es of infection having been removed. 

Any plan looking to the eradica- 
tion of human tuberculosis, must, to 
be effectual, so deal with the sources

: This Week in Washington 


Washington. .— President Roose- 
velt recently added what is expected 
to be the final major Joad to the 
groaning burden of legislative duties 
still before Congress at this session 
when he sent his national planning 
message up. With this miessage, the 
“must” program (which the Presi- 
dent calls his “desired” program) 
now appears to be complete. 

He’ requests Congress to set up, 
at this session, geven regional plan- 
ning agencies or administrations like 
the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
leaving an eighth—the Mississippi 
River Commission—as it now stands. 

In a message couched in broad 
terms, the President avoids a sharp 
conflict on methods that has grown 
up among his supporters. A bill to 
carry out the message—in one inter- 
pretation of its meaning—was im- 
medately introduced by Senator G. 
W. Norris (Ind.) of Nebraska, giv- 
ing the regional agencies wide auth- 
ority over the development of hydro- 
electric power. 

Another bill, widely different in 
that it leaves to already established 
agencies of government all aspects 
of the President's planning program, 
except power, is expected to be in- 
troduced shortly in the House. But 
this second bill leaves the power 
program approximately as in the 
Norris (bill, according to anticipa- 
tions of its terms. Thus, the drive 
started fits again with President 
Roosevelt’s generally aggressive pro- 
gram of the present session, al- 
though in the Chief Executive’s mes- 
sage, the full implications of his 
power policy were not revealed. 


) 


Senator Norris takes occasion in 
his ‘bill to attempt to forestall the 
litigation which thus far has seri- 
ously hampered work of TVA. 

His bill seeks to prevent the issu- 
ance of any injunction by district 
courts, enjoining any of the activities 
of the different authorities, except 
upon the giving of a bond which will 
compensate not only the authority, 
but also municipalities or farm org- 
anizations which. may be injured or 
deprived of profits because of such 
injunction. 

Every municipality and farm org- 
anization that would be affected by 
any such injunction is permitted to 
intervene and) the bond given prior to 
the issuance of such injunction must 
be in an amount “sufficient to pro- 
tect such authority, municipalities 
and farm organizations from any 
damage by the loss of revenue, or 
otherwise, which may be sustained 
on account of such injunction,’ as 
Senator Norris explains his purpos- 
es. 

The legal handicaps which now 
bind TVA were shown only on Mon- 
day in three Supreme Court decisions 
all of which prolong the interminable 
legal battle put up by power com- 
panies seeking to prevent its activi- 
ties. The Norris proposal seeks to 
frighten them from making such at- 
tempts, by imposing a possible finan- 
cial penalty. 

Thus this national planning mes- 
sage and its accompanying legisla- 
tion takes its place with the wages 
and hours bill, the farm. bills, as 
dynamite placed behind the Supreme

Yet there 
are weeds which seem to resist all 
attempts at their control by ordin+ 
ary means and, like desperate dis- 
eases require desperate remedies. De- 
pendent on circumstances the choice 
of a chemical herbicide may be made 
from a wide variety ‘of substances, 
Sodium chlorate. is one which des- 
troys all vegetation ‘wherever ap- 
plied and inhibits plant life for a 
year afterwards. Consequently this 
Substance is applicable only on areas 
such as the sides of railway tracks, 
hard tennis courts walks and drive- 
ways. But its use in the field is not 
excluded and sometimes an jncipient 
patch of sow-thistle may be pre- 
vented from spreading by a timely 
spraying with sodium. chlorate. 

The artist may rave absut the 
riot cf colour displayed by the fields 
of the countryside in June, an en- 
thusiasm not shared by the farmer 
who deplores the golden hue of the 
wild mustard bloom which domin- 
ates the field and foretella a serious 
diminution in yield of grain.

‘| the seed may lie dormant in the soil 


for ‘years, awaiting conditions fa- 
vourable to its germination. The 
weed is a real}. problem in Ontario 
and in many sections of the Prairie 
Provinces where it is spreading: 
rapidly. Attempts to control it by 
spraying with a dilute solution of 
sulphuric acid, when the grain is 
about four inches high, have met 
with some succese experumentally, 
but e@pecial machinery is required, 
and sulphuric acid is not a nice sub- 
stance to handle. Dusting with finely 
pulverized cyanamid has proved ef- 
fective against wild mustard in Eur- 
ope, and) there seems to be no rea- 
son why it could not be used suc- 
cessfully in Canada for the same 
purpose. It is necessary that the 
cyanamid be dusted on when the 
foliage is damp, in order that the 
substance may adhere to the rough 
leaves of the weed. Used in this way, 
cyanamid plays the duak role of 
herbicide and fertilizer, since it con- 
tains 22 per cent of nitrogen to give 
the grain a boost. 


Canadian GardenService 


Even in the warmer sections of 
Canada it is quite possible to have 
a splendi@ garden from a_ start 
made in June. As a matter of fact 
more Canadian gardens are damag- 
ed by: too early rather than too late 
operations. Many flowers and vege- 
tables make little growth during the 
cooler spring weather and very 
often there is fatal damage from 
frost. In: any case, however, even if 
the main plantings have been made 
of flowers and vegetables there are 
still plenty of things to plant whica 
will come on after the first bloom or 
first vegetables are over. Experien- 
ced gardeners in recent years havé 
been purposely holding back a por- 
tion of lettuce, spinach, carrot and 
other vegetable seeds so that the 
harvesting season may be extended 


just that much longer. 
Late Plantings 


Early June is the ideal time in 
most of Canada to plant seed of 
those hot weather things like melon, 
cucumber, medium or late corn and 
beans. It is not safe in many dis- 
tricts to set out celery, tomato, cab- 
bage and pepper plants much soon- 
er. There is still plenty of time to 
plant Dahlia, Gladiolus and Canna 
bulbs or corms, 

(he late gardener is offered a 
short cut in started plants. Nowa- 
days it is possible to secure almost 
any plant, including many of the 
common vegetables, well in flats. A 
supply of these can be taken to the 
summer cottage on the first tmp in 
June and with a little luck they will

seven inches of soil being available. 
Being exposed on all sides to drying 
winds, a thorough watering once 4 
‘day is adivised. 

The box should be as long as the 
window and should be arranged s0 
that the top of it is almost flush 
with, the window-sill. If higher ,the 
foliage of the plants will soon fill 
up most of the window. There must 
be holes, in the bottom to provide 
drainage, and! also a layer of, gravel, 
cinders, broken crockery or similar 
material for the same purpose. 

Along the front trailing Nasturt- 
iums, German Ivy, Lobelia, Alyssum 
and similar.plants are put in, with 
Petunias, Ageratums, Begonias, 
Ferns, Geraniums and other plants 
especially recommended for this 
purpose farther back. Shelter from 
the sun for a day or two should be 
provided until the plants get estab- 
lished. The’ same treatment and 
planting materials will be used with 


hanging pots. *

WOOLLEN INDUSTRY

Florenz Ziegfeld knew the tele-,I sent you.a telegram. Why haven't 


phone numbers of more beautiful 
girls than any other man living. In 
his Blue Book of Beauty were listed 


the names, addresses and telephone: 


numbers of thousands of glamorous 
girls. Fifty or sixty aspiring young 
Venuses paraded before his critical 
glance every day. 

He was proud of the fact that he 
was called the Glorifier of the Amer- 
ican Girl. It was a title richly de- 
served. He often took some drab 
little girl no one had ever looked at 
twice and transformed her on the 
stage into a dazzling creature. of 
mystery and seduction. Form and 
grace—these, alone—were the cov- 
eted passport to the Ziegfeld stage. 
The glamor was supplied by Zieg- 
feld himself. 

Ziegfeld was as regal in his ex- 
‘ravagahces as an Oriental poten- 
‘rate. He squandered millions of dol- 
lars on costumes, combing the mar- 
kets of Europe and India and Asia 
for the most beautiful fabrics money 
could buy. Even the linings of 
dresses had to be of the finest silk, 
for he claimed no woman could feel 
really beautiful unless she just had 
Seautiful cloth against her skin. 

He did everything on a .lavish 
scale. Although he communicated 
with hundreds of people he never 
troubled to dictate a letter. 
grams and cables fluttered in his 
wake like autumn leaves in a gale 
of wind. Wherever he went, he 
carried with him a telegraph blank. 
He used to get on a train at Grand 
Central Terminal and use a whole 
pad of telegraph blanks before he 
reached 125th Street. 

Incredible as it seems, he actually 
sat in the orchestra during rehear- 
sals and sent telegrams to people 
across the footlights. He sent tele- 
grams to people who were within 
range of his voice. He once leaned 
out of his window and yelled at a 
man in the window opposite: “Say,

you answered it?” 

It was almost impossibe for him 
to walk past a telephone booth with- 
out stopping to call up a dozen 
people; and he got out of bed al- 
most every’ morning at six. o’clock 
in order to telephone his staff. 

He could’ scheme for hours to 
save seventeen or eighteen dollars; 
and the next day, he’d drop a hun- 
dred thousand dollars in Wall 
Street without batting an eye. He 
once borrowed five thousand dollars 
from Ed Wynn and spent that five 
thousand, borrowed money to hire 
a private train to carry him across 
the continent. 

He made’ women feel beautiful by 
the sheer power of his chivalry and 
consideration. On opening. night, 
every girl in his chorus received a 
box of flowers from him. Even old 
and half-demented women who ap- 
plied to him for jobs were treated 
with the same consideration he 
showed the rest. 

He paid most of his famous stars 
an average of $5,000 a week; often, 
at the end of the season they had 
more money in the bank than he 
himself had. 

When he started in the show busi- 
ness, chorus girls were getting $30 
a,;-week; but under his profligate 
reign, feminine pulchritude reached 
a market price of $125 a week. 

Ziegfeld’s first venture into show 
business was made at the precocious 
age of fourteen. Running away from 
home he became a trick rider and 
fancy shooter in Buffalo Bill’s Wild 
West Show. ‘ 

At the age of twenty-five he was 
cleaning up a fortune as manager 
to Sandow, the husky strong man of 
the naughty Nineties. 

Two years later, he was in Lon- 
don—broke—without a shilling to 
his name. He'd staked his luck at 
Monte Carlo and with a turn of 
the wheel he had lost his shirt. 

Being penniless never worried 
this great entrepreneur. By the

The most canny producers in 
America had been cabling and plead- 
ing with Anna Held to come to 
New York. They had tempted her 
with extravagant offers. Yet it was 
llorenz Ziegfeld, only twenty-seven 
years old, practically unknown, and 
without a dime in his pocket, who 
walked into her dressing room, 
charmed her, got her name on a 
contract and started skyrocketing to 
fame. 

Anna Held was an immediate 
sensation. She took America by 
storm. Corsets, face powder, hats, 
perfumes, horses, cocktails, puppies 
and cigars were named in her honor. , 
She was toasted in champagne from 
coast to coast. And within a year, 
Florenz Ziegfeld married her. 

Many years later, after he had 
divorced Anna Held, he fell estatic- 
ally in love with Billie Burke. The 
very day he met her, he bought out 
an entire flower shop and sent the 
complete stock to her home—sent 
her everything from swect peas and 
orchids and carnations to the orange 
trees in the wndow. And_ when 
Billie Burke told him that she had 
tried te thank him- by telephone but 
had not been able to because his 
line was busy, he had a _ golden 
phone installed with a special ring 
for her private use. 

Ziegfeld loved indecision. He 
hated to make up his mind. He 
used to keep a box of licorice dt ps 
on his desk; and when a fricna 
asked him if he really liked licorice 
he said: “I'll tell you why I eat 
them. They're all black, so I don’ 
have to make up my mind which 
color I like best.” F 

He hired most of the famous’ 
comedians in the world for his Fol-' 
lies; but he himself never laughea: 
at their antics. Neither Ed Wynn 
nor Eddie Cantor nor Will Rogers’ 
could make him crack a smile. He: 
was so cool that his actors gave him. 


the nickname of “Ice Water!” ' 


Ziegfeld died in 1932 in Califor-. 
a, and as he slipped into the de- 
ium of death, he imagined he was. 
He staged it in' 
a white hospital room, his orchestra. 
was ohly a radio, and for a stage 
crew he had nothing but his terri-' 
fied valet. His lips were parched, 
and his eyes were glowing with 
fever, but he sat up in bed and 
shouted his directions to an invis- 
ible cast. .
